In 1797 KhodeIsland 
farmers hired good hands at $3 a 
month, while $5 was paid during th 
eight busy months of the year, i 
strong boy could earn $1 a month 
by working from daybreak until late 
at night Farmers got the smallest 
prices for thtir products 8Ld women 
picked the stray bits of wool from 
the bushes and briars where the 
sheep pastured, and spun and knil 
it into mittens. By bard work ai 
spinning a woman and a girl could 
together earn 12 cents a day. As 
late as 1821 good farm hands conic 
be had for 25 cents a day, or twice 
as sauoh in harvest time. 


From that time to this there has 


been a gradual but steady apwarc 
tendency in wages, while there has 
been a corresponding decline in the 
prices of many of the necessaries o 
life. This tendency will probably 
continue for years to oorne, as th' 
constantly accumulating wealth itnc 
resources of the country will render 
it practicable.

Indescribable Terror at Richmond, Va 


RICHMOND, Va , Sept 1 —An earth- 


quake shock at eleven o'clock last night 
caused 11 scene oJ Indpscilbable horroi. 
The pciutentiuiy alarm bell and the fire 
bells wcie rung and people rushed out of 
their quaking houses clad only In their 
night clothes and shrieking with terror. 
The eight hundred convicts In the penl- 
teutliuy weie maniacal with fright, and 
theh shrloks for aid led to the rumor 
that they h ul escaped and nere in revolt, 
thus liicienslng the consternation of the 
city's Inhabitants. Only the determined 
efforts of the home militia succeeded In 
restoring quiet 
At Lvnchbuig the shock

THE OLD CHUKCra. 


Alexandria was Washington's town. 
Old 


citizens tell mo that he hod a little office here 
nnd diil u grenf; part of his business in it. He 
used to rldu tip from Mount Varnon daily, and 
while 110 was a young man he was such !a 
lover of horses that at one time it is said Bo 
rode ten different horses during the same day 
through thu Alexandria streets. ITo owned 
property in Alexandria, and one of his first 
investments was a couple of lots in tho city. 
During tho greater part of his life he went to 
church at Aluxaiulria, and the old church he 
attended still .stands and is used now as it whs 
then by an Episcopal congregation. It has 
cuieer green window shutters wjiich lift up- 
ward from the bottom and under which show 
out small,-square, old-fashioned panes of 
glass: A largo lawn surrounds the church 
and this is tilled with the tombstones of gen- 
erations long passed away. Curious stonics 
they urn. Slabs of slate with death heads 
and cross bones. Slabs of broken marble 
with cherubs above tho inscription, and a 
whole volume of obituary poetry below Jt 
Most of -thorn dato back to 1700, and none 
aro later than 1S20. Thu interior of the 
cliurrh is filled with high box paws, and a 
_wlde gallery upheld by yellow pillars runs 
around the walls below tho ceiling. On either 
Bide of the pulpit is sunken into the wall; a 
marble slab, ono of which reads:
